Germany rapidly is spreading .her influence over

Germany endeavors to 
be os self-sufficient as possible, resorting to barter 
deals with other countries to pick up those important 
raw materials in which she is deficient—metals, food- 
stufls, cotton and oil particularly. 


Each of these deals is on its own special basis, in- 


volving special arrangements for exchange of goods, 
or payment in blocked marks which must be spent in 
Germany on German goods. In other cases Germany, 
by means of export subsidies, manages to place goods 
Tor the purpose of acquiring desperately needed ex- 
change. 


* 
In direction, this policy is the opposite of Secretary 


Raymond Clapper Hull's, which is progressively to reduce trade barriers 
all around and move toward free flow of goods among all nations on a 
private business basis. 


Germany single-shots her deals, to obtain some specific needed ma- 


terial. The Hull policy aims at general increase in trading activity all 
around. One is closed and government-controlled, using pressures of all 
kinds. The other is wide open, with 
favors to one automatically granted 
to alL 


The two systems are in direct con- 


flict and it is a question whether the 
two can exist side-by-side or wheth- 
er the ruthless close-managed sys- 
tem of Germany will so disrupt in- 
ternational commerce as to make 
the Hull policy unworkable. Hull 
and his supporters are confident 
that the German system contains 
the seeds of its own disintegration 
and that the program of reciprocal 
equality is destined to win out in 
the end. Apparently Germany is 
now tightening for a more deter- 
mined attempt to extend the sphere 
of managed trade. 
Ij&ue Is Acute 
In Latin America 


The issue is acute in Latin Amer- 


ica. Rumors are current here that 
the British, who have suffered more 
at the hands of German trade lac- 
tics. That would be a blow to the 
prestige of the Hull program as well 
as an actual aggravation of trade 
rivalry in South America. 


In South America are surpluses of 


the very goods in which we have 
surpluses—cotton, wheat, meat and 
hides. Brazil also must export cof- 
fee to other places than the United 
States. Our officials recognize that 
South America must sell to Europe 
—and must trade with Germany and 
Italy. 


It has been made plain to those 


countries in South America by Sec- 
retary Hull that this government 
does not expect them to forego to- 
talitarian customers. But officials of 
this government do feel that South 
American countries can do them- 
selves serious injury by entering 
upon barter deals and arrangements

his own laws and enforce them at 
the point of a gun. That's the Ger- 
man situation in a nutshell, and, 
while German citizens must bow to 
it, business men and bankers in

funds. 


It would be hard to find a more clean-

dictatorial Federalism. 


Surely it is something new in American 
political economy for official Washington 
to declare without qualification that 
states may be punished for simply asking 
that they be consulted on projects of vital 
concern to their resources, their indus- 
tries and their populations. 


What Mr. Early and the New Dealers 


who talk in similar vein seem to overlook 
is that Federal funds come from the tax- 
payers, and that, even in rocky Vermont, 
there are citizens who annually pay size- 
able amounts of money into the national 
treasury.

• "A teacher, especially s. teacher of the beginner's class, is likely to be- 
come deeply interested in the progress of the children. She takes over a 
personal* responsibility for the welfare of each pupil. That is right of 
course, and quite what it should be. But now and then comes a teacher 
who needs to" be reminded to "Do nothing too much." 


Once a class is promoted to another teacher the former teacher should 


cease to show any personal interest in the pupils unless invited to do so 
by .the present teacher. Professional etiquette demands this, and com- 
mon sense insists upon It. Children are troubled by a divided loyalty. 
They want fo like and follow their own teacher, but if the old teacher 
comes into the classroom to visit, greet each-one with a hug and a kiss, 
s very special smile and a very warm interest indeed, the children re- 
spond to'her. That leaves the new teacher outside completely, and it will 
take time and effort to overcome that handicap. I seems to me that this 
is-imposing e burden on a fellow teacher without just cause, without 
reason.

"We can 
help each other by having and 
practicing professional good man- 
ners. 


A good-mannered teacher will nev- 


er criticize another teacher to her su- 
periors, to parents or to pupils. If 
criticism must be made it should be 
made privately, directly to the per- 
son concerned. No good teacher, cer- 
tainly no wen-mannered teacher, 
says to the supervisor. "This class 
doesn't know a thing. They-are. the 
most unprepared grouo I have ever 
received." What children know, .and

II—DESIGNS ON COINS 


In ancient times there were no 


fast-working machines to- turn ou 
coins. The common way to make 
coins-in olden times was to pound 
a "die" against metal. The die often 
was of wedge-shape, and this ex- 
plains why our word 'coin" goes 
back to a Roman word for "wedge.1 


Most coins, but not all, have 


been of circular shape. In ancien 
times many coins were oblong 
oval, square or some other shape 
not circular. In Holland today we 
find a square nickel, or five-cent 
piece, passing around as money 
The island of Ceylon also has a 
square nickel. In both cases the 
corners of the square arc rounded 
a little so persons handling the 
nickels will not be scratched.

Seven Irish Coins 


Designs of one kind or another 


were stamped on early coins. Now 
and then 'these were only letters 
standing for the name of the city 
•where the coins were put out. Thus 
Corinth for a time stamped its 
coins with the Greek letter "k." 
The city of Ephesus, in Asia Mi- 
nor, issued a coin with words on 
it which meant "I am the badge 
of Phanes." 


More often, the images of gods 


and holy animals were placed on 
coins. The Greeks placed a sacred 
tortoise on one of their coins, and 
other Greek coins carried outlines 
of bulls and owls. 


It seems that no image of a hu- 


man being was placed on a Greek 
coin until the time of Alexander 
the Great 
This famous military 


leader conquered a huge empire, 
and came to be looked on as a 
god. His likeness 
was placed on 


several ancient coins. 


An important coldhy 
of 
the 


Greeks was started on the island 
of Sicily, and was known as Syra- 
cuse. Among the rulers of Syra- 
cuse- was King Hiero II, and he 
must have had a great love for 
his wife. Queen JPhilistis. He plac- 
ed her image on many coins during 
his reign, which lasted half a cen- 
tury. Queen Philistis was, as far 
as we. know, the first mortal wom- 
an ever honored in this way. but 
Athena, and other goddesses were 
ahead of her, -_c-- 
: "Julius. Caeser put his face on 
Roman coins, and so did Augustus. 
After their time, it became the 
common thing for Roman rulers 
to honor themselves in that way. 
The Romans turned out copper 
coins about the size of a half-dol- 
lar. 
These 
coins were molded 


from melted copper, instead of be- 
ing stamped out. 


Among the 
hundreds of kinds 


of modern coins, those of the Irish 
Free State have a place of special 
intetest 
They 
carry images of 


animals, including a hen with 
chicks, a sow with little pigs, a 
hare, a bull, a salmon, and an Irish 
wolfhound. ,

Officially, and in many aspects, :t 


is a golf tournament: a tremendous 
tournament such as the U. S. G. A. 
never dreamed of — except in a 
nightmare. 


The presence of 75 of the best 


professionals in the nation and as- 
sorted varieties of amateurs, all 
decked out in sports togs and per- 
spiring freely under the load of 
clubs their caddies have to pack, 
virtually proves that it is a golf 
tournament. 


Yet it's different. There isn't an- 


other golf tournament like this in 
the world, or even here in Holly- 
wood.

gels silly when anyone alleges, as Harold Ickes did, that the papers 
smothered "a very sensational finding resulting from a study, of the ..ef- 
fect of cigaret smoking." Everybody knows and nobody denies.that smok- 
ing is a harmful and enslaving habit. The new year cartoon in-which the 
man attempts, to swear off and is gently mocked for 
the futility of his resolution is one of the old stand- 
ard bromides of the newspaper business. 


I remember reading a piece a few years ago in 


which it was reported that scientific tests showed 
that the smoking of just one-cigaret caused a measur- 
able impairment of the circulation, which was estab- 
lished by recording the temperature of the fingertips 
before and after. Moreover, although the manufac- 
turers of several, brands of menthol cigarets have 
spent large advertising appropriations,' this piece went 
on to say that the cooling of the fingertips, indication 
constriction of the blood vessels, was slightly more 
marked after the human guinea pig smoked one of 
those than after the experiment with the other type.
